leagues in this voth were Buckalcw of Pennsyl­ 
vania, McDougall of California, Bowell of Ken­ 
tucky, and Richardson of Illinois.

ilrioKs was one of the three senators who voted 
Juno 6, 1864, agsm st passage through the sen­ 
ate of Hie internal revenue taxation act of 1864.

At a great prohibition convention at Cuba,New 
York, Prof. Dickey, chairman of the notiima- 
tion committee of tin* national prohibition con­ 
vention, formally notified Gov. bt. John of his 
nomination for president: 
Gov. S t John replied a» follows: 
Mr. Chairman and Members of th*' commit­ 
tee: In receiving this formal notice of a nomi­ 
nation for the high»*st office within the gift of 
the people by the national convention of the 
Prohibition party, permit me, notwithstanding 
that the distinction was neither sought nor de- 
sim l by me, to assure you, in view of tlie un­ 
animity with which it is giv»*D, of my liigh ap­ 
preciation of the very great honor it confers.

French Bombardment of a Chinese Port. 
Dispatches from English sources confirm the 
news of the From h success at Foo Chow, and 
even carry the story toa la b t hoiirof Saturday. 
When Admiral Courbet ordered his ironela»ls 
to open fire he was gallantly responded to by a 
squadron of ten Chinese gunboats on the j 
Biver Min. 
These were officered by Euro- ! 
peans, and tlie Chinese gunners served their 
piece» well, but the caliber of the guns was 
t*>o small for the shot to inflict serious injury 
on the French. 
The latter tired w ith ternble 
effect, ami the discipline was perfect 
From 
the moment the French guns got the range 
on tin- Chinese l*>ats. a pitiless 
rain of 
iron was kept up. 
In vain 
the Chinese i 
craft st» ain«*«i hither and thither. 
One by i 
one they went down with groat gaping holes 
in their sides, until seven of the w ell fought 
gunboats iia»l sunk, with the dragon flag 
still flying. 
The remainder were captured j 
for want of unwounded 111**11 to serve the guns. 
The Fr«'iich fleet now moved up the river and 
took position (ipposite the great arsenal of 
Foo Chow. 
Its flanking forts and w ater batter- i 
i«'s replied at fiiwt with some spirit, but the 
French shells were dropped lieyoml them in ■ 
the arsenal itself. 
A tremendous <*xplosi«>n 
that shook the earth showed that a French 
shell 
ha«l 
fallen into a powder magazine. 
From that moment the Chínete firing ceased 
Ft>r three hours tlie French gun» non red a 
storm of shells njxm tlie arsenal, which was 
now on fire in several places. 
The signal to 
cease firing was at length given, and it was 
seen that the place « as utterly destroyed. Tow­ 
ard nightfall Beveral dstacHfuoote of sailors 
an»l niariu«*s lande»! without opposition. Th*» 
Chinese batteries were deserted, and the plac*- 
was in the hands of th*' French. 
No advance 
was atfi'mpted on the city of Foo Chow itself. 
The Frenen fleet cannot ascend the river any 
further.

The following article appeared in 
the American Manufacturer and 
Iron World, of Pittsburg, Pa., of 
the 22d. 
It w as w ritten by C. G. 
Atcherson, correspondent of that 
paper, and will undoubtedly be of 
great benefit to our thriving city 
as the paper reaches points where 
capital is lying idle waiting for 
good chances of investment. 
Th© 
article is well worth producing as 
it shows how others view our ad­ 
vantages: 
E ditor 
A m erican 
MANUFAC­ 
TURER: 
Any man who will study 
well the map of the northwest and 
familiarize himself with the con­ 
tour of the country, its vast nat­ 
ural advantages and resource*, and 
then look up the tow ns most desir­ 
ably located for fashioning the im­ 
mense amount of timber into man­ 
ufactured articles, will see that no 
other place is ahead of this in that 
respect. The town is the last of any 
importance in the forests of Minne­ 
sota just before entering upon the 
great prairies to the west. 
It is 
not far from the source of the Miss­ 
issippi river and is ju st far enough 
from St. Paul and Duluth to insure 
for her factories, a large local trade 
and an equal 
chalice with any 
other cit}* for the trade over the 
entire length of the Northern Pa­ 
cific road. 
The new railroad to 
be built from this town northwest 
through northern Minnesota and 
Dakota will bring to Brainerd a 
trade from a large scope of country 
that cannot rerv well go t# any 
other plac*. 
The new road aud 
the 
dam 
to be built acoss the 
river to furnish water power are 
movements recently set on foot 
to advance 
the interests of the 
entire section.of country and re­ 
move all 
objectional features to 
Brainerd as a manufacturing cen­ 
ter. 
Hon C. F. Kindred is one of 
the prime movers in this city's en­ 
terprise. and 
the readers of the 
Manufacture 
who have 
an 
ac­ 
quaintance with 
the gentleman 
know that any town or project his 
sympathies are enlisted in is gen­ 
erally successful, 
One good thing about Brainerd 
is, that they have splendid sites for 
factories on tile main line or the 
railroad. 
On the west side of the 
river the Northern Pacific railway 
folks and some other gentlemen 
have reserved ground for factories, 
and in the town of Brainerd Mr. 
L. P. W hite showed me some prop­ 
erty 
and 
said 
“ There is land 
running back 200 feet and a half 
a mile along the track which I 
have refused to sell repeatedly, as I 
am holding it 
and propose 
to 
donate it to any man who will 
ere and put up a iirst-class 
-especially a sash, door and 
There is no lim it to the 
r of wood-working instil®- 
hat 
would pay. 
Nearly 
,000 feet ot log* annually 
ie Mississippi river from 
they are made up and a 
cent 
of the product 
k here. 
Now, if any 
ell ^jue industries like 
not pay handsomely 
I woald surely think 
e l Iii- own statement, 
e in a verv few vear* 
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immense car shope will bfe in oper 
ation at this point. 
Most all of 
the rolling stock on these north­ 
western road* is new, compnrativly 
speaking, hut would it not Ire a 
good pe;nt for a man with small 
capital to start in business now, so 
that when there is a demand-which 
must come soon-he will be in a 
position 
to successfully 
handle 
the trade. 
There is, I dare say, 
no more desirable or better loca­ 
tion in this country for 
large 
pulp and paper mills. 
There is no 
limit, 
absolutely, to the amount 
of poplar timber surrounding the 
city, and the fact that many local­ 
ities have about exhausted their 
supply of timber for pulp justifies 
me in belivemg that in less than 
five years fully $500,000 will be 
invested in that industries alone. 
It is a great field for men who con­ 
template establishing mills of that 
character, 
and 
cannot 
remain 
vacant much longer. 
Knowing as 
I do that pulp 
and paper mills 
have been put up in so many places 
inferior to thia, I think capitalists 
have not had their attention attrac- 
ed hither or several mills would 
have been in operation ere this. 
There is a very sanguine feeling 
existing hereabouts that all kinds 
of farm 
implements will sooner 
or 
later be manufactured on 
a 
very extensive scale. 
The reason 
assigned for this is that the great 
country west of tributary to Brain­ 
erd will create such a demand for 
them that they must be made nearer 
the consumer* 
This will be found 
to be the case here just as it wai? 
in the great manufacturing cities 
of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and other 
western states. 
As for furniture 
factories paying, I feel stisfied that 
Brainerd will Income the Grand 
Rapids of the northwest in that 
respect, especially in making the 
chastest 
grades of furniture, of 
which this country 
is using an 
immense 
amount every year.— 
No argument 
can be 
advanced 
against this branch of manufactur- 
ing paying; tha wood—both hard 
and soft— is on the ground, labor 
is reliable and cheap, and the manu­ 
facturer w ill find trade right at his 
door. W hen I say labor is reliable 
and cheap I mean it as most all of 
Bramerd's 
artisans 
own 
their 
houses: their all is invested and to 
remove to any other locality would 
necessitate a 
great 
sacrifice 
on 
their part, 
W hen 
the 
Duluth and 
Iron 
Range 
railway is 
completed to 
Duluth, wnich will probably be 
this year—this town will be just 
as much in direct communication 
or connection, with the great iron 
mines of Minnesota as St. Paul or 
any other city. 
The above road 
is completed 
from Tower City, 
w here the iron mines are, to Agate 
Bay, on Lake 
Superior, a point 
about 26 miles northeast of Duluth. 
Any intelligent man can see that 
is is feasible to talk of a diverified 
line of factories paying in Brainerd 
after they have connection with 
this iron district. 
I^There is an opening at present 
tor a good foundry and machine 
shop and a boiler works in con­ 
nection. Most eastern people would 
wonder why it is that a city hav- 
a population of nearly 10,000 souls 
is without works of this kind. 
It 
is to be wondered at; and who gets 
here first has a bonanza. 
I have it from pretty good au­ 
thority that a man can come here 
with $10,000 or $15,000 to stait a 
factory, and if he wishes to organ­ 
ize a stock company of $50,000 cap­ 
ital a large amount will be taken 
up by local capitalists in Brainerd. 
Th* only reason home capital ha* 
not already been invested in fac­ 
tories is simply because they have 
had no practical man with any 
money to take hold and manage the 
enterprise. 
The city is not with­ 
out a few factories, as there are two 
large saw mills, a large flouring 
mill, and the shops of the North­ 
ern Pacific railway employ from 
TOCI to 1000 men the year round. 
I 
dare say 1500 mechanics are em­ 
ployed on an average in Brainerd. 
Seven miles from the town is a 
large saw mill where they pay out 
$15,000 monthly for labor, and 
fully 1000other lumbermen around 
Brainerd draw- supplies frow this 
point. 
It is no uncommon sight 
to see 500 lumbermen on the streets 
at one time. 
Dr. Howes aud Mr. Ahrens both 
tell me that practical glass men 
from Pennsylvania say that the 
sand here is equal to any they ever 
saw for the manufacture of glass. 
There is any amount of it, and 
wood for fuel can be had for nearly 
nothing. 
W hile Brainerd is bonnd to be­ 
come a manufacturing centrt, it 
will also develop extensive jobbing 
interest. 
Last year one grocery 
firm wholesaled over a quarter of a 
million dollars’ worth of goods. 
Either Col. Sleeper, J. J. Howe, 
or the editors of the Tribune, D is ­ 
patch or Journal, are referred to 
for any information on this point, 
Should the reader be at all anxious 
to find out from personal corre­ 
spondence what his town is offer­ 
ing to eastern monied men, he can 
depend upon receiving a prompt 
answer from any gentleman men­ 
tioned in this sketch. 
I went through the $50,000 200- 
barrel flouring mill. 
It is a fine 
building, and I have vis ted verv 
few 
so 
modernly supplied with 
machinery as this one. 
The mill 
has about 
75-horse power more 
than they use; the proprietor tells 
me he will sublet the extra pow er 
to some factory very cheap. 
This 
would be a good location for a man 
to start a foundry and machine 
shop, 
Another thing, I think it 
was stated to me that a man with 
$15,000 would get a controlling in­ 
terest in this mill. 
Here is a 
splendid opportunity for come en­ 
terprising man surely, 
One of the most prosperous busi­ 
ness enterprises vet established, I 
suppose, 
is the manufacture o 
brick; not only is the home de­ 
mand supplied, 
but millions are 
shipped out to St. Paul, Duluth, 
and other cities in the northwest. 
There is no lim it to the number of 
brick yards that might be put in 
here; the field is as fresh and in­ 
viting as ever for capital in that. 
The brick made is white and re­ 
sembles the Milwaukee brick very 
much, only it has a more smooth or 
glossy 
appearance. 
The 
brick 
buildings in Brainerd, built out of 
these brick arc truly handsome. 
This clay must be desirable for 
many other purposes, but outside 
of making bock it has never been 
investigated. 
During the last twelve months 
there has been invested iii public 
improvements in Brainerd some­ 
thing like $400,000; the principal 
buildings tieing the Northern Pa­ 
cific Beneficial Association, as fine 
a sanitarium as this country can I 


boast ot; the new 
high school 
building costing nearly $45,000; n 
fine ifV*tem of water works; Sleep­ 
ers new opera house and the Vil 
lard Hotel which cost about $75- 
000. 
This is the finest hotel on 
the N. P. R. R. between St. Paul 
and Tacoma, the western terminus. 
Mine host knows well how to cater 
to the traveling public, and the 
way the house is crowded every 
night shows that his efforts are ap­ 
preciated. 
Many new improve­ 
ment* are going on, and by this 
time next year the city will b* 
thoroughly 
sewrered and have a 
large gas works. 
Th* location of 
the town being on a level plateau, 
about IOO feet above th* river give* 
it a natural drainage which ac­ 
counts for the health of the place. 
It is a healthy town and no mis­ 
take. 
The people one meets on 
the streets ar* the picture of health 
and contentm ent. 
The city is destined to become 
one of the largest summer resorts 
in this ceuntry. 
The lake* around 
here from five to fifteen miles, are 
already attracting summer sports, 
or disciples of W alton, and they 
are the Vanguards of other classes 
who seek a rural retreat during the 
summer months. 
There are nu-1 
meroiis country seats in the sta'e 
of Minnesota, but now here is there i 
a more desirable place for men to 
take their families than on the 
shores af Sylvan or Mille Lacs 
lakes. 
Th* latter lake is the lar­ 
gest in the state, being 22 miles in 
length and 18 miles across in the 
narrowest place. 
The coast lines 
are fully IOO miles, and with the 
same proportion as to bay surface 
the lake corers 500 square miles. 
la describing this lake the Tribune 
say*: 
“The waters are very clear 
though the lake appears compara­ 
tively shallow. 
'flic beeches are 
magnificent, being one continued 
and almost 
interrupted 
st retch 
throughout the whole distance in 
this order: 
First at the water's 
edge, a few fret of pebbly sand, the 
latter very white and very free 
from extraneous 
matter. 
Next 
comes a line 
of large pebbles, 
among which the beautiiul corne­ 
lian* abound. 
The w riter obtain­ 
ed a cigar box full, over 200 spec­ 
imens, some of them of exceeding 
great beauty, 
Above this larger 
stones all, setting up to the earthy 
•hore, a row of boulders and of 
uniform size.as even and as regular 
as if the was w alled above by the 
hand of man. 
Above rises the 
■hore, usually with a terrace wide 
enough 
for a wagon drive, and 
beyond is the country, which is 
more or less uneven, often break­ 
ing into places almost rugged, 
“The land is a soil of surpris­ 


ing richness, and bears a growth 
of timber of hard and hardy woods, 
Maple sugar orchards are every­ 
where. and basswood, butternut, 
poplar, the birches, rugged oaks, 
etc., form the varieties, 
There is 
pine on some of the back uplands 
and the tamarack fills the sw amps. 
In the marshes, all of which can 
lie drained, is a tremendous growth 
of wild grasses. 
In conclusion. It must be borne 
in mind that Brainerd has thou­ 
sands and thousands of acres of 
hard wood 
near her doors that 
ha* 
never 
been 
touched. 
All 
the timber yet cut and shipped out, 
or floated down the river, has been 
pine. 
The world is very ignorant 
of the unlimited and undeveloped 
resources of this part of Minnesota, 
and w’hen it has once received the 
attention it deserves from foreign 
capitalists, 
I 
predict a 
greater 
rush of wood working institutions 
than ever happened before iii any 
city in any timbering district. 
I 
don’t see why it should not he so, 
as the tow-n has every natural ad­ 
vantage 
in its favor. 
Don't be 
afraid to come and see the town 
whether you wish tr invest or not. 
I can assure you that a more refill 
ed social ami hospitable people is 
not found on 
earth than right 
here.

BRAINERD AS SHE 18. 
The following article appeared in 
the American Manufacturer and 
Iron World, of Pittsburg, Pa., of 
the 22d. 
It was written by C. G. 
Atcherson, correspondent of that 
paper, and will undoubtedly be of 
great benefit to our thriving city 
as the paper reaches points where 
capital is lying idle waiting for 
good chances of investment. 
Th© 
articleJs well worth producing as 
it shows how others view our ad­ 
vantages: 
E ditor 
A m e r ic a n 
M a n u f a c­ 


t u r e r : 
Any man who will study 
well the map of the northwest and 
familiarize himself with the con­ 
tour of the country, its vast n at­ 
ural advantages and resources, and 
then look up the towns most desir­ 
ably located for fashioning the im­ 
mense amount of timber into man­ 
ufactured articles, will see that no 
other place is ahead of this in that 
respect. The town is the last of any 
importance in the forests of Minne­ 
sota just before entering upon the 
great prairies to the west. 
It is 
not far from the source of the Miss­ 
issippi river and is ju st far enough 
from St. Paul and Duluth to insure 
for her factories, a large local trade 
and an equal 
chance with any 
other city for the trade over the 
entire length of the Northern Pa­ 
cific road. 
The new railroad to 
be built from this town northwest 
through northern Minnesota and 
Dakota will briag to Brainerd a 
trade from a large scope of country 
that cannot very well go t© any 
other plac*. 
The new road and 
the 
dam 
to be built acoss the 
river to furnish water power are 
movements recently set on foot 
to advance 
the interests of the 
entire sect ion. of country and re­ 
move oil 
objeetional features to 
Br ainerd a> a manufacturing cen­ 
ter. 
11 on C. F. Kindred is one of 
the prime movers in this city's en­ 
terprise. and the readers of the 
Manufacture who have 
an ac­ 
quaintance with the gentleman 
know that any town or project his 
sympathies are enlisttd in is gen­ 
erally successful, 
One good thing about Brainerd 
is, that they have splendid sites for 
factories on the main line or the 
railroad. 
On the west aide of the 
river the Northern Pacific railway 
folks and some other gentlemen 
have reserved ground for factories, 
and in the town of Brainerd Mr. 
L. I*. W hite showed me some prop­ 
erty 
and 
said 
“ There is land 
running back 200 feet and a half 
a mile along the track which I 
have refused to sell repeatedly, as I 
am holding it 
and propose 
to 
donate it to any man who will 
come here and put up a first-class 
factory-especially a sash, door and 
factory." 
There is 110 limit to the 
number of wood-working institu­ 
tions that 
would pay. 
Nearly 
3»_K),0C*>,000 feet of log» annually 
go down the Mississippi river from 
lhi- point, they are made up and a 
hirge per 
cent 
of the product 
comes back here. 
Now, if any 
man could tell jine industries like 
these would not pay liandsomelv 
¿n Brainerd 1 won Id surely think 
he disbelieved his own statement. 
I also believe in a verv few vear* 


immense car shops will hfe in oper­ 
ation at this point. 
Most all of 
the rolling stock on these north­ 
western roads is new, comparative- 
speaking, hut would it not be a 
good po;nt for a man with small 
capital to start in business now, so 
th a t when there is a demand-whieh 
must come soon-he will be in a 
position 
to successfulfy 
handle 
the trade. 
There is, I dare say, 
no more desirable or better loca­ 
tion in this country for large 
pulp and paper mills. 
There is no 
limit, 
absolutely, to the amount 
of poplar timber surrounding the 
city, and the fact that many local­ 
ities have about exhausted their 
supply of timber for pulp justifies 
me in belivemg that in less than 
five years fully $500,000 will be 
invested in that industries alone. 
It is a great field for men who con­ 
template establishing mills of that 
character, 
and 
cannot 
remain 
vacant much longer. 
Knowing as 
I do that pulp 
and paper mills 
have been put up in so many places 
inferior to this, 1 think capitalists 
have not had their attention attrac- 
ed hither or several mills would 
have been in operation ere this. 
There is a very sanguine feeling 
existing hereabouts that all kinds 
of farm 
implements will sooner 
or 
later he manufactured qn a 
very extensive scale. 
The reason 
assigned for this is that the great 
country west of tributary to Brain- 
erd w ill create such a demand for 
them that they must be made nearer 
the consumer* This will be found 
to be the case here just as it wa<? 
in the great manufacturing cities \ 
of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and other ’ 
w-estern states. 
As for furniture t 
factories paying, I feel stisfied that j 
Brainerd w ill kcom e the Grand j 
Rapids of the northwest in that 
respect, especially in making the 
cheapest grades of furniture, of 
whicn 
an 
this country 
is using 
immense 
amount every year.— j 
No argument 
can lie 
advanced 
against this branch of manufactur- j 
ring paying; the wood—both hard . 
and soft— is on the ground, labor j 
is reliable and cheap, and the manu­ 
facturer will find trade right at his 
door. When I say labor is reliable 
and cheap I mean it as most all of 
Brainerd's 
artisans 
own 
their 
houses: their all is invested and to 
remove t© any other locality would 
necessitate a 
great 
sacrifice on 
their part. 
W hen the 
Duluth and 
Iron 
Range 
railway is 
completed to 
Duluth, wnich will prooably be 
this year—this town will be just 
as much in direct communication 
or connection, with the great iron 
mines of Minnesota as St. Paul or 
any other city. 
The above road 
is completed 
from Tower City, 
w here the iron mines are, to Agate 
Bay, on Lake Superior, a point 
about 26 miles northeast of Duluth. 
Any intelligent man can see that 
is is feasible to talk of a diversified 
line of factories paying in Brainerd 
after they have connection with 
this iron district. 
g^There is an opening at present 
tor a good foundry and machine 
shop and a boiler works in con­ 
nection. Most eastern people would 
wonder why it is that a city hav- 
a population of nearly 10,000 souls 
is w-ithout w*orks of this kind. 
It 
is to be wondered at; and who gets 
here first has a bonanza. 
I have it from pretty good au­ 
thority that a man can come here 
with $10,000 or $15,000 to start a 
factory, and if he wishes to organ­ 
ize a stock company of $50,000 cap­ 
ital a large amount will be taken 
up by local capitalists in Brainerd. 
Th» only reason home capital has 
not already been invested is fac­ 
tories is simply because they have 
had no practical man with any 
money to take hold and manage the 
enterprise. 
The city is not with­ 
out a few factories, as there are two 
large saw mills, a large flouring 
mill, and the shops of the North­ 
ern Pacific railway employ from 
700 to 1000 men the year round. 
I 
dare say 1500 mechanics are em­ 
ployed on an average in Brainerd. 
Seven miles from the town is a 
large saw mill where they pay out 
$15,000 monthly for labor, and 
fully 1000other lumbermen around 
Brainerd draw supplies from this 
point. 
It is no uncommon sight 
to see 500 lumbermen on the streets 
at one time. 
Dr. Howes and Mr. Ahrens both 
tell me that practical glass men 
from Pennsylvania say that the 
sand here is equal to any they ever 
saw for the manufacture of glass. 
There is any amount of it, and 
wood for fuel can be had for nearly 
nothing. 
While Brainerd is bonnd to be­ 
come a manufacturing centre, it 
will also develop extensive jobbing 
interest. 
Last year one grocery 
firm wholesaled over a quarter of a 
million dollars’ worth of goods. 
Either Col. Sleeper, J. J. Howe, 
or the editors of the Tribune, D is ­ 
p a t c h or Journal, are referred to 
for any information on this point, 
Should the reader be at all anxious 
to find out from personal corre­ 
spondence what his town is offer­ 
ing to eastern monied men, he can 
depend upon receiving a prompt 
answer from any gentleman men­ 
tioned in this sketch. 
T went through the $50,000 200- 
barrel flouring mill. 
It is a fine 
building, and I have vis ted verv 
few so modern ly supplied with 
machinery as this one. 
The mill 
has about 
75-horse power more 
than they use; the proprietor tells 
me he will sublet the extra power 
to some factory very cheap. 
This 
would be a good location for a man 
to start a foundry and machine 
shop, 
Another thing, I think it 
was stated to me that a man with 
$15,000 would get a controlling in­ 
terest in this mill. 
Here is a 
splendid opportunity for eome en­ 
terprising man surely, 
One of the most prosperous busi­ 
ness enterprises yet established, I 
suppose, 
is the manufacture o 
brick; not only is the home de­ 
mand supplied, 
but millions are 
shipped out to St. Paul, Duluth, 
and other cities in the northwest. 
There is no limit to the number of 
brick yard? that might be put in 
here; the field is as fresh and in­ 
viting as ever for capital in that. 
The brick made is white and re­ 
sembles the Milwaukee brick very 
much, only it has a more smooth or 
glossy 
appearance. 
The brick 
buildings in Brainerd, built out of 
these brick arc truly handsome. 
This clay must be desirable for 
many other purposes, but outside 
of making brick it has never been 
investigated. 
During the last twelve months 
there has been invested in public 
improvements in Brainerd some­ 
thing like $400,000; the principal 
buildings l>eing the Northern Pa­ 
cific Beneficial Association, as tine 
a sanitarium as this country can . 


boast of; the new 
high school 
building costing nearly $45,000; o 
fine dVatem of water works; Sleep­ 
ers new opera house and the Vil 
lard Hotel which cost about $75- 
000. 
This is the finest hotel on 
the N. P. R. R. between St. Paul 
and Tacoma, the western terminus. 
Mine host knews well how to cater 
to the traveling public, and the 
way the house is crowded every 
night shows that his efforts are ap­ 
preciated. 
Many new improve­ 
ments arc going os, and by this 
time next year the city will be 
thoroughly 
sewered and have a 
large gas works. 
The location of 
the town being on a level plateau, 
about 100 feet above the river gives 
it a natural drainage which ac­ 
counts for the health of the place. 
It is a healthy town and no mis­ 
take. 
The people one meets on 
the streets are the picture of health 
and contentment. 
The city is destined to become 
one of the largest summer resorts 
in this ceuntry. 
The lake» around 
here from five to fifteen miles, are 
already attracting summer sports, 
or disciples of Walton, and they 
are the Vanguards of other classes 
who seek a rural retreat during the 
summer months. 
There are nu- j 
merous coui.trv seats in the sta'e 
of Minnesota, but nowhere is there j 
a more desirable plac* for men to 
take their families than on the 
shores af Svlvan or Mille Lacs j 
lakes. 
The latter lake is the lar- i 
gest in the state, being 22 miles in 
length and 18 miles across in the 
narrowest place. 
The coast lines 
are tully 10N> nnles, and with the 
same proportion as to bay surface 
the lake covers 500 square miles. 
I a describing this lake the Tribune 
say»: “The waters are very clear 
though the lake appears compara­ 
tively shallow. 
'flic beeches arc* 
magnificent, being one continued 
and almost 
interrupted 
stretch 
throughout the whole distance in 
this order: 
First at the water's 
edge, a few feet of pebbly sand, the 
latter very white and very free 
from extraneous 
matter. 
Next 
come» a line 
of large pebbles, 
among which the bcantiiul corne­ 
lians abound. 
The writer obtain­ 
ed a cigar box full, over 200 spec­ 
imens, some of them of exceeding 
great beautv, 
Above this larger 
stones all, setting up to the earthy 
■hore, a row of boulders and of 
uniform size.as even and as regu i al­ 
as if the was walle<l above by the 
hand of man. 
Alx>ve rises the, 
■hore, usually with a terrace wide 
enough 
for a wagon drive, and 
beyond is the country, which is 
more or less uneven, often break- j 
ing into places almost rugged, 
“ The land is a soil of surpris­ 


ing richness, and bears a grewth 
of timber of hard and hardy woods, 
Maple sugar orchards are every­ 
where. and basswood, butternut, 
poplar, the birches, rugged oaks, 
etc., form the varieties, 
There is 
pine on some of the back uplands 
and the tamarack fills the sw amps. 
In the marshes, all of which can 
be drained, is a tremendous growth 
of wild grasses. 
In conclusion. It must be borue 
in mind that Brainerd has thou­ 
sands and thousands of acres of 
hard wood 
near her doors that 
ha* 
never been 
touched. 
All 
the timber yet cut and shipped out, 
or floated down the river, has been 
pine. 
The world is very ignorant 
of the unlimited and undeveloped 
resources of this part of Minnesota, 
and when it has once received the 
attention it deserves from foreign 
capitalists, 
I 
predict a greater 
rush of wood working institutions 
than ever happened before in any 
city in any timbering district. 
I 
don’t see why it should not he so, 
as the town has every natural ad­ 
vantage 
in its favor. 
Don't be 
afraid to come and see the town 
whether you wish tr invest or not. 
I can assure you that n more refin 
ed social ami hospitable people is 
not found on 
earth than right 
here.

The recent improvements made in the 
Brainerd post-office are worthy of com 
ment and many are the words of praise 
that are being expressed in regard to 
them. The hexes and panel work was 
received en Monday, and on Monday 
night the entire inside workings and 
boxes were torn out and the new outfit 
was put up. 
As you enter the post-office 
on 6th street, six feet from the door you 
are confronted by a glass front nine feet 
wide with a passage way on each side 
running back as far as the money order 
office. At the left hand corner as you 
go in is the ladies’ window, and at the 
right hand corner the gents’ delivery. 
Both sides of the frame-work is filled 
with boxes, there being something like 
1230 new call and lock boxes added to 
the old capacity, the lock boxes that 
were foimerly used being moved to Hie 
further side of the office, the whole being 
raised two feet from the floor instead of 
resting on it as before. 
Th# new Jock 
boxes ore of an improved, pattern and to 
say th* least are elegant. 
The wood­ 
work partitions etc., are of ash, the 
whole presenting a very pleasang appear­ 
ance. When it is Completed the enclos­ 
ure will extend to the ceiling the bal­ 
ance being principally of glass. 
The 
money order office is located in the same 
place as before, being more commodious 
and handy, and at the left of it are the 
boxes for receiving mail, separate one* 
for papers, drop letters, and mail going 
east or west, which makes it very con­ 
venient for the postmaster. 
The appa­ 
ratus was manufactured by Yale A 
Company, of Chisago, and costs $3,6.r>0, 
which we are inlormed is paid out of Mr. 
Hartley’s pocket.

The recent improvements made in the 
Brainerd post-office are worthy of com 
ment and many are the words of praise 
that are being expressed in regard 
thorn. The boxea and panel work was 
received on Monday, and on Monday 
night the entire inside workings and 
boxes wore torn out and the new outfit 
was put up. As you enter the post-office 
on 6th street, six feet from the door you 
are confronted by a glass front nine feet 
wide with a passage way on each side 
running back as far as tho money order 
office. At the left hand corner as yon 
go in is the ladies’ window, and at the 
right hand corner the gents’ delivery 
Both sides of the frame-work is filled 
with boxes, there being something like 
1230 new call and lock boxes added to 
the old capacity, tho lock boxes that 
were foimerly used being moved to the 
farther side of the office, the whole being 
raised two feet from the Boor instead of 
resting on it as before. Tho now Jock 
boxes are of an improved pattern and to 
say tho least are elegant. The wood­ 
work partitions etc., are of ash, the 
whole presenting a very pleassng appear­ 
ance. When it Is Completed the enclos­ 
ure will extend to the ceiling the bal­ 
ance being principally of glass. 
The 
money order office is located in the same 
place as before, being more commodious 
and handy, and at the left of it are the 
boxes for receiving mail, separate ones 
for papers, drop letters, and mail going 
east or west, which makes it very con­ 
venient for the postmaster. The appa­ 
ratus was manufactured by Yale A 
Company, of Chicago, and costs $3,6r»0, 
which we are inlormod is paid out of Mr.

The men are drilled “six times 
a month wifh the stalling ladder, when 
they also fire three volleys 
with the 
m atchlock; six tim#® they w restle and 
perform feats of horsem anship, 
one 
rider lt^jiing on the back of another's 
horse, put at a gallop, w hile the rider 
of the latter similarly exchange his seat 
at Uie same moment. 
W hile m ounted 
they Lk#rwLse fire three rounds with the 
matchlock, shoot three flights of arrows, 
and attack and d# feud w ith the sxvord 
and iron whip aud flail. 
• • 
• 
They 
have, besides, 
six trials monthly 
in 
hots#* and foot archery, and t woe#* a year, 
for twelve days at a tim e, pru#*tice at a 
mark with a matchlock; each m arks­ 
man takes five shute each day, aud is 
rew ard#*#! or punished according as his 
varied success {daces him in one of the 
throe classes of proficiency.** 
This is 
the kind of m ilitary exercise which 
particularly delights the Chine©© mind. 
Such exhibitions of agility as 
Homer 
saults and leajis are to their thinking, 
inexpressibly terrifying to the enemy, 
and when accomjiajuied by shouts and 
cries cannot fail, they consider, to 
spread <Lsmay in the ojijKising ranks 
The “shfiut of battle" has, through all 
time, lieen recognize#I as a power in th© 
fight; but the ‘buxom valor” “who©© 
grace is only in the hards,” which is 
display#*! by Chinese soldiers, can only 
insjiire contem pt 
among any troops 
but such as are even on a lower level of 
inefficiency than Chinese w arriors.

And in the same way this announce­ 
m ent of the river’s rise, which seems to 
us such a simple m atter, is a most 
serious affair. 
The day liefore the crier begins his 
talk he goes through the streets accom­ 
panied by a boy, whoso jiart it is to act 
as chorus and to sing the responses at 
the projier moment. 
The crier sings: 
“God has look#*l graciously upon tho fields.” 
Response: “Oh! day of glad tidings.” 
“To-morrow Iwigins the announcement.” 
Response'• 
'May it be followed by success.” 
Before the crier proceeds to give the 
information so much desired, he intones 
with the boy a lengthy, alternating 
chant, in which he {muses 
God, im- 
jilores blessings on the Prophet and all 
his believers, and on the m aster of the 
house and all his children. 
Not until 
all this has been carefully gone through 
does he 
proceed to say the Nile has 
risen so many inches. 
This ceremony is carried on until the 
m onth of Septem ber, when the river 
has reached its culm inating jioint, and 
tho crier, as bringer of such good news, 
never fails to claim his “baksheesh”— 
sometimes humbly and sometimes, too, 
very im periously.
